Ignored Mr. Cooper.

ready to ignore all precedents rto carry 
out his purpose of defeating the canal 
amendment. Representative Cooper of 
"Wisconsin is an earnest friend of 
the 


canal and the senior member of the 
committee on rivers and harbors. Ac- 
cording to precedent Mr. Cooper should 
.have been' promoted to chairman of the 
-eommmittee when Chairman Hooker re 
•signed, two months ago, to accept a 
place on the bench in New York. 
But 


Mr. Reed did not want Mr. Cooper at 
-the head of this important committee, 
•because he is .not subservient to the 
.speaker. Mr. Cooper had too much in- 
•dependence to be allowed a chairman- 
ship in the house under. Speaker Reed. 


Reed Dodges His Own Precedent 


But the speaker did. not want to vio- 


late the precedent he followed in the 
ways and means committee by appoint- 
ing Mr. Payne to succeed the late 


. Chairman ; Dingley,. and ho suggested 


that the committee should elect its 
own chairman, though he made sure that 
Mr. Cooper would hot be the man elect- 
ed. . Mr. Burton, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
was more agreeable to the speaker, for, 
while he comes from the president's own 
state, he is not a "McKinley man," as 
known in Ohio politics, but trains more 
with Mayor,! McKisson. He was just the 
man for Reed, and the committee ig 
nored the claims of Cooper and elected 
Burton as chairman. 


This turndown for Cooper in the con- 


"test'for chairman did not, however. 
justify the speaker in again ignoring 
him in making up the conference com- 
mittee for the house. 


Cooper Entitled to Honor 


Mr. Cooper, as the senior member of 


the committee and the second to the 
chairman, was entitled by all precedents 
to a place on the conference committee, 
but he is in favor of building the Nica- 
ragua canal, not simply investigating, 
and Speaker Reed again ignored him 
and appointed as house conferees Chair 
man Burton and Representative Reeves 
of Illinois, who is opposed to the senate 
amendment appropriating $115,000,000 
for the canal, as is Mr. Brown as well. as 
Catchings ofMississippi,democratic mem- 
tier of the conference committee. Speak- 
er Reed can depend upon these three 
men to stand by the house bill and resist 
the senate amendments.

NOTE TO THE MAYOR 


THAWING 
OF WATER PIPES 


THE SUBJECT. 


• Hon. John. Thorbughgood. 
My." IJear 


Sir—:Yours o£ this morning in regard to 
placing the street lighting system of the 
city, at your service, to assist in tbe 
more important work of thawing out 
the frozen service pipes received. 
'Indeed I should be very glad to do 
any thing1 in my power to accomplish 
that one result, and should be'more than 
willing to have Mi-. Klien take charge of 
the work. But I fear .that the street 
light system 
is unfortunately, not 


adapted to this work. 
I understand 


that an electric current which would suc- 
cessfully thaw . out the frozen water 
pipes must have not.less than from 200 
to 300 amperes. 


Of the six dynamos which comprise 


the arc light outfit lot: streets not one 
generates a current of more than seven 
amperes—or to be accurate 6 8-10 
amperes—while the voltage is about 
2,000. 


They are made to generate just such 


a-current and they cannot generate any 
other. The whole six would not heat a 
| inch pipe 50 feet long. In a letter, re- 
ceived from Prof. Jackson of our state 
university he says the 'our-arc light dy 
names would be of no service in thaw- 
ing frozen water pipes.,,'

In addition to those, six arc light dyn- 


amos I have two incandescent dynamos 
which workrtogptheras'iOfae-machine, in.

They fur- 
nish current for incandescent lights and 
for the motors which drive the machin- 
ery in the Janesville Carriage works, the 
Parker Pen company, the. Cunningham 
Clothing company, the Button factory. 
The Gazette and other places, and they 
run constantly except at the noon hour 
of each day and part of Sunday. 


This current requires a very large 


wire, and 
the ^wire should be long 


enough'to make a return, or'complete 
circuit. ' I have large mains on a part of 
Milwaukee street and on a part of Main 
and Biver streets, but my large mains 
do not extend to onp twentieth of the 
houses where the frozen pipes are lo- 
cated. 


If the street railway would surrender 


their main line of wire.and then if a re- 
turn wire was added, I could probably 
ieach a larger number; but I under- 
stand that the street car company does 
not wish to give up their main line, and 
even if.it did there must be .a', long ex- 
tension of returns, so that the necessary 
wire would call for several hundred dol- 
lars outlay. 


In a recent test at Watertown ,all of 


the arc and incandescent lights were cut 
out before the proper power could be 
obtained. 


I understand that the superintendent 


of our street raiway declined tp allow 
his dynamo and wire to be used any 
more for the reason that the work re- 
quired so much power that the dynamo 
was made quite warm. He could not 
thaw pipes and run the cars at the same 
time. 
' Prof. Jackson in jiis late letter to the 
Milwaukee Sentinel says that it is not 
prudent to USB direct current for this 
work as electrolosis is likely to follow. 


Now, Mr. Mayor, I have written quite 


fully'in answer to your favor for the 
reason that it has come' to my know- 
ledge that Ihave'been criticised rather 
severely for not putting my plant into 
this frozen pipe service. 


I think it must appear from these
